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Entered “Fm Benny Too,” for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, in the Annual National Walking Horse Trainers Show 
where the horse was found sore; entered ‘Tm Benny Too,” for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, in the PC Splash Classic 
where the horse was found sore; entered ‘"Matador,” for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, in the 2009 Tennessee Walking 
Horse National Celebration where the horse was found sore. 

The Horse Protection Act prohibits the following conduct:

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any horse which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose 
of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, or offering for 
sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) allowing any activity described in clause (A), (B), or (C) 
respecting a horse which is sore by the owner of such horse.” Tim Brooks entered “Pm Benny Too,” for the purpose of showing 
or exhibiting, in the 4F^ Annual National Walking Horse Trainers Show where the horse was found unilaterally sore on its left 
foreleg. Brooks, the owner of the horse, allowed it to be entered while sore. 

9 CFR S 11.2(a) - Prohibitions concerninu exhibitors. 

General prohibitions. Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (b) of this section, no chain, boot, roller, collar, action 
device, nor any other device, method, practice, or substance shall be used with respect to any horse at any horse show, horse 
exhibition, or horse sale or auction if such use causes or can reasonably be expected to cause such horse to be sore.

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any horse which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose 
of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, or offering for 
sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) allowing any activity described in clause (A), (B), or (C) 
respecting a horse which is sore by the owner of such horse.” Tim Brooks entered “Pm Benny Too,” for the purpose of showing 
or exhibiting, in the PC Splash Classic where the horse was found unilaterally sore on its right foreleg. Brooks, the owner of the 
horse, allowed it to be entered while sore. 

9 CFR S 11.2(a) - Prohibitions concerning exhibitors. 

General prohibitions. Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (b) of this section, no chain, boot, roller, collar, action 
device, nor any other device, method, practice, or substance shall be used with respect to any horse at any horse show, horse 
exhibition, or horse sale or auction if such use causes or can reasonably be expected to cause such horse to be sore.

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any horse which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose 
of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, or offering for 
sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) allowing any activity described in clause (A), (B), or (C) 
respecting a horse which is sore by the owner of such horse.” Tim Brooks, the owner of “Matador,” allowed the horse to be 
entered in the 2009 Tennessee Walking Horse National Celebration where the Veterinary Medical Officer identified a foreign 
substance on the horse’s posterior pasterns. 

9 CFR S ll,2(a) - Prohibitions concerning exhibitors. 

General prohibitions. Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (b) of this section, no chain, boot, roller, collar, action 
device, nor any other device, method, practice, or substance shall be used with respect to any horse at any horse show, horse 
exhibition, or horse sale or auction if such use causes or can reasonably be expected to cause such horse to be sore.
